No Warning. 


There were four huta in the 
row, and when the Inndslide ove 
curred at about 2.30 am. it wise 
with auch suddenness that. none 
of the sleoping men had the 
slightest warning. 

The heavy weight of earth com- 
pletely cavered the first and 
second buts, partially buried the, 
third and did practieally no dam- 
age to the fourth,
